Sixty-two years ago on the 14th 
of next April. Abraham Lincoln was 
shot in Ford’s theatre, Washington, 
D. C. He died the next morning and 
funeral services were held in the na­ 
tional capital on the 19th . Now, sixtv- 
two years is not very long. Men are 
■UU living who knew and talked with 


Lincoln. 
Sixty-two yearn la not very 
long. but sufficiently long for many 
traditions to spring up about any 
character so nationally and interna­ 
tionally known. 
Many stories 
and 
reports 
have 
sprung up about Mr. Lincoln without 
any foundation, whatever. He was a 
great story teller, so to give many 
stories “kick" they are reported to 
have been told by Lincoln. All politi­ 
cal parties quote him to justify their 
theories of government Many differ­ 
ent churches and faiths have claimed 
him and have read into his utterances 
many creeds mad dogmas which he 


never gave assent to in speech or 
written word. There was a day when 
man waxed eloquent 
about Lincoln 
and eloquence Uke poetry baa much 
license. A man in the flights of pleas­ 
ing oratory is permitted to say even 
more than the truth. People generally 
would shade the truth, just to be abte 
to hear the eagle’s wings flutter a bit 
Then, when a mas is speaking before 
people of Uke mind and passion, he 
has their consent to make 
a great 
character Uke Lincoln stand on the 
Platform as a member of their faith. I 
creed or policy.

taken things have been said and writ­ 
ten about the great American.

The neighborhood was nearly 
complete in Itself, furnishing its own 
food, clothing, boats and farm equip 
ment, there was nothing for a I>oy to 
do but work to the corn, or clearing, 
or hunt, which latter thing Lincoln 
never did. 
Every one had to work 
tor a living and every one could g">t 
a living. 
People Hved largely porn 
hand to mouth. 
Potatoes were dug 
aa used, but never stored away for 
they did not know they could be kept 
There was no knowledge of canning cr 
of preserving of fruit There was not 


much wheat raised, nearly 
bread 
was made out of corn meal ground on 
hand burrs at home. 
Hogs were fat­ 
tened on nuts and acorns-so pork was 
abundant. Venison was abundant but 
it had to be cooked with pork to make 
it palatable. Clothes were aa simple 
as food. 
When Abe was 14 years old, he had 
a pair of leather pants made from deer 
hides. His shoes were made at home 
out of home tanned hides. 
After he 
was grown up he bad a shirt made 
of home spun linen dyed'with walnut 
bark.

BY REV. F. G. FOWLER, D. D. 
Sixty-two years ago on the 14th 
of next April. Abraham IJncoln was 
shot In Ford’s theatre, Washington. 
D. C. 
He died the next morning and 
funeral services were held In the na­ 
tional capital on the 19th . Now, sixtv- 
two years Is not very long. Men are 
•UU living who knew and talked with 


Lincoln. 
Sixty-two years is not very 
long, but sufficiently long for many 
traditions to spring up 
about 
any 
character so nationally and interna­ 
tionally known. 
Many stories 
and 
reports 
have 
sprung up about Mr. Lincoln without 
any foundation, whatever. He was a 
great story teller, so to give many 
stories "kick** they are reported to 
have been told by Lincoln. All politi­ 
cal parties quote him to Justify their 
theories of government. Many differ­ 
ent churches and faiths have claimed 
bim and have read into his utterances 
many creeds and dogmas which he 


never gave assent to in speech or 
written word. There was a day when 
man waxed eloquent 
about Lincoln 
and eloquence like poetry has much 
license. A man in the flights of pleas­ 
ing oratory is permitted to say even 
more than the truth. People generally 
would shade the truth, just to be able 
to hear the eagle’s wings flutter a bit. 
Then, when a man Is speaking before 
people of like mind and passion, be 
has their consent to make 
a great 
character like Lincoln stand on the 
platform as a member of their faith, 
creed or policy.

The leading members of the World Court have served notice 
that they will not accept the American reservations unconditional­ 
ly. That is to say, if the United States is to join the court, they 
will accept our reservations with reservations of their own. 
[Which they have a perfect right to do. 
The conclusion is immediately drawn that the United States 
Is definitely and permanently out of the World Court. Senator 
Borah, a leading opponent of American participation, assumes that 
“this ends the question of our becoming a member.” 
It is just as well not to be too sure of that. There is still 
a strong sentiment in this country in favor of membership. No- 
fcody can tell whether that will grow or decline. It depends large 
ly on world events. The Chinese situation may have some effect 


ob it. The court’s decisions, from time to time, will have effect. 
Tho degree of respect accorded it by other powers will have ef­ 
fect. World opinion will have effect. 
The American people have always been favorable to the prin­ 
ciple of an international court. It is a question now of their being 
convinced by observation and experience that the existing court is 
safe and effective.

W orld’s Poultry Congress. 
WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
12.—The 
World’s Poultry Congress w ill be held 
a t Ottawa, Canada, from July 27 to 
August 4 next, with more than 6,000 
delegates representing thirty 
differ­ 
ent nations in attendance. In fact ail 
the big egg men of the world wili be 
there, and it is possible that some of 
the big butter men may drop in just 
to keep their colleagues company. 
This will be the third gathering of 
its kind since tho poultry men were 
organized on an international bas?3. 
The first congress was held at The 
Hague In 1921 and the second at Bar­ 
celona, Spain, in 1924. 
The countries which have accepted 
Canada’s Invitation to participate this 
year include the United States, Great 
Britain. Ireland. Finland, Belgium, Den 
mark, the N etherlands, Germany, Po­ 
land, Russia, Latvia, Rumania, Italy, 
Spain, Dutch E ast Indies, Australia., 
j South Africa, 
Barbados, 
Bermuda, 
Brazil, 
Colombia, 
the 
Philippines, 
Peru, Ecuador and the Dominican Re­ 
public. The delegation from the Unit­ 
ed States will be the largest save that 
of the host country. 
It Is a r flounced by the secretary of 
the congress th at scientists, practical 
poultrymen, dealers and authorities 
on world conditions will deliver ad­ 
dresses of interest to all of those en­ 
gaged In the poultry business. Also 
there will be an 
exhibition 
of the 
world's best crowers, layers and hatch­ 
ers. The marvelous hen that holds the

Among the unique features of the 
poultry show will be the direct de- 
j scendants of the geese th at saved 
Rome and of the pullet that made tho 
first great continental hegira in “The 
Covered W agon.” Also there will be 
an exhibit from Egypt of an original 
mud brick oven, representing w hat if 
believed to be the first type of incu­ 
bator ever used. 
If it can possibly 
be arranged, a few feathers from th« 
goose that laid the golden egg will 
be imported from w herever it was thai 
that world’s champion did her stuff. 
Canadians take their world con­ 
gresses seriously and do their best 
by them. For instance, this gathering 
of chicken fanciers is to be. according 
to the advance notices; “under tba 
distinguished patronage of 
the gov­ 
ernor-general, Baron Byng of Vimy,” 
and the list of patrons includes not 
only his excellency the governor-gen­ 
eral, but the lieutenant governor of 
every province of the dominion. th9 
prime m inister and m ost of the mem­ 
bers of his cabinet, and the prem iers 
of the various provinces. 
There Is a general congress com­ 
m ittee with the m inister of agriculture 
as the honorary chairm an and there 
are committees from each of tho prov-

and made Its certificates to die record­ 
er of Columbiana county. 
"To the finding of the commissioner 
board certain persons opposed to an­ 
nexation have instituted proceedings 
in this court under favor of General 
Code 3532. 
The record discloses that 
the statutory steps as to notice and 
service were adhered to, and that jur­ 
isdiction of this court as to subject 
matter and jurisdiction of the parties 
is established. 
In fact no question la 
made about it by either party. 
City’s Population 22,000. 
‘From the evidence and the stipu­ 
lated agreements we learn that the 
city of Eas-t Liverpool is a city of some 
twenty-two thousand Inhabitants locat­ 
ed in Liverpool township. Columbiana 
county, that the territory sought to be 
annexed lies adjacent to the northern 
boundary of the present city limits; 
that the population of the territory is 
between two thousand ami twenty five 
hundred persons; that the city of East 
Liverpool now has a municipal court,

the territorial boundaries of which are 
the boundaries of East Liverpool town­ 
ship; that the city of East Liverpool 
for a number of years has maintained 
a public library by general taxation of

access and free use of the library, 
while not contributing anything to sup­ 
port the same as has been enjoyed by 
the citizens within the city limits. 
“I further find that the city of East

“It is claimed that the purpose of

backwoods gather March 7 for the op 
coing scenes of the Yates murder trial, 
Mrs. Frances Yates, Id, and her a1 
leged lover, EU Powell, 55, tobacco 
planter, will fight for acquittal 
on 
charges of murd ring Mrs. Yates' hus­ 
band, Elmer, on Nov. 9 and burning 
his body in an abandoned shack, 
lf 
Mrs. Yates and Bowel murdered Yates, 
their impulses were of the most prim­ 
itive. 
And the Incidents leading to 
their Indictment for the murder are 
just as primitive. They were formally 
charged with the backwoodsman's slay­ 
ing as a direct result of “a message 
from tile dead." 
On November 9, Ed Ervin, a neigh 
bor of both the Yates and Powell, was 
working, he said, in a coml told adja­ 
cent to the Yates’ cabin. 
He said he 
saw Yates nnd a man scuMing; that 
he heard a shot, and that he saw Yates 
fall. Ile said he saw a woman and a 
man drag the body into the house and 
and emerge a few minutes later with 
a large bundle 
They put it iuto a 
buggy, and drove away. 
The following morning, tin- body of 
Yates was found in tho smouldering 
ruins of another cabin, some miles dis­ 
tant. 
Frvln held his peace. 
Back­ 
woodsmen do not, ordinarily, tell a1! 
they know, and they never tell when 
they suspect. 
Suspicion pointed toward Powell and 
Mrs. Yah s, and they were arrested. 
Ervin remained silent. 
No evidence 
could be found sufficient to warrant 
a charge b ing placed against the con 
pie. 
They were released 
und E rvii 
still kept his tongue between his teeth. 
Then, several weeks ago, Ervin said. 
be was visited by the spliU of his 
dead mother. She pointed an accusing 
finger at him and chid d bim for his 
guilty knowledge, Ervin told the pros­ 
ecutors. She demanded that lie reveal 
the idm tity of Elmer Yates' murder­ 
ers. 
And so Ed Ervin, stolid, rawboned 
backwoodsman, tramped muddily into 
the courthouse and told his story, Hut 
discoveries the story is .said to have 
led to, these furnishing the missing 
links in the prosecutor’s theory, and 
the grand Jury Indicted Powell and 
Mrs. Yates.

could be found sufficient to w arrant 
a charge b i n g placed against the con 
pie.

T hen, several w eeks ago, E rvin said, 
be w as visited by th e spit it of his 
dead m other.

Sixty-two years ago on the lith 
of next April, Abraham Lincoln was 
shot in Ford’s theatre, W ashington. 
D. C. 
He died the next m orning and 
funeral services were held in the na­ 
tional capital on the 19th . Now, sixtr- 
two years is not very long. Men are 
■till living who knew and talked with 


Lincoln. 
Sixty-two years is not very 
long, but sufficiently long for many 
traditions to spring 
up 
about 
any 
character so nationally and interna­ 
tionally known. 
Many stories 
and 
reports 
have 
sprung up about Mr. Lincoln without 
any foundation, w hatever. He was a 
great story toller, so to give many 
stories “kick" they are reported to 
have been told by Lincoln. All politi­ 
cal parties quote him to Justify their 
theories of governm ent. Many differ­ 
ent churches and faiths have claimed 
him and have read into his utterance* 
many creeds and dogma* which h« 


never gave assent to in speech or 
w ritten word. There was a day when 
m an waxed eloquent 
about Lincoln 
and eloquence like poetry has much 
license. A man in the flights of pleas­ 
ing oratory is perm itted to say even 
more than the truth. People generally 
would shade the truth, just to be able 
to hear the eagle’s wings flutter a bit. 
Then, when a m an is speaking before 
people of like mind and passion, he 
has th eir consent to make 
a 
great 
character like Lincoln stand on the 
platform as a m em ber of th eir faith. I 
creed o r policy.

taken things have been said and w rit­ 
ten about the great American. 
Born in Log Cabin.
